Today For 


Hawaii Trip

CLEMENTE, 
Calif. 
(AP) — President Nixon will 
welcome Japanese Prime Min­ 
ister Kakuei Tanaka to Hawaii 
tonight for summit talks 
he 
hope* will strengthen prospects 
for peace in the Pacific. 
Nixon scheduled a full morn­ 
ing of work at the Western 
White House here before taking 
off from the El Toro Marine 
Corps Air Station for Honolulu’s 
Hickam Field. 
While on the island of Oahu, 
Nixon will spend most of his 
time with Tanaka. But he will 
hold 
a 
Vietnam 
conference 
Thursday with Ellsworth Bunk­ 
er, U. S. ambassador to Saigon, 
and will set aside some time 
for trying to win friends and in­ 
fluence voters. 
A 
campaign-style 
welcome 
was readied for him at Hick- 
am, and he planned to mingle 
with Hawaii’s business and civ­ 
ic leaders at a receptan given 
by 
Clare 
Boothe 
Luce, 
wno 
served as ambassador to Italy 
during the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. 
Mrs. Nixon will also do some 
goodwill hopping, flying to Hilo 
on the island of Hawaii rhurs- 
day to visit volunteer service 
projects and be entertained at 
a luau. 
Vietnam and politics domi­ 
nated a 39-minute news confer­ 
ence Nixon held Tuesday out­ 
side his San Clemente home. 
Some of 'the tiighlighs: 
—Bombing of North Vietnam 
and the mining of its harbors 
will continue until there is sub­ 
stantial progress toward a set­ 
tlement of the war. Neither ac­ 
tivity will be halted “as an 
election eve tactic.’ 
—Of the controversial bug­ 
ging 
of 'Democratic 
National 
Commitee 
headquarters, 
he 
said: “We want the air cleared. 
We want it cleared as soon as 
possible.” Anyone in govern­ 
ment or in his campaign who 
declined to cooperate with in­ 
vestigators will be fired. 
—The President, in seeking a 
second term , is bidding for “ a 
clear mandate for what I have 
called change that works.” He 
said be wants to forge a “new 
majority” 
embracing 
Demo­ 
crats as well as Republicans. 
—Nixon wil spend most of 
the next six weeks in Washing­ 
ton. 
m iking 
only 
occasional 
one-day campaign trips. But he 
will step up the tempo in the 
final three weeks of the cam­ 
paign, stumping hard and cov­ 
ering the whole country. 
Nixon said he and Tanaka 
will discuss “initatives towards 
the People’s Republic of China 
and towards toe Soviet Union.” 
But he placed greater emphasis 
on economic problems. 
Noting that Japan enjoys a 
tidy surplus in trade with the 
Urited States, he said, “I be­ 
lieve that out of this meeting 
will come some progress in try­ 
ing to .reduce that unfavorable 
balance.""

Harold Handley, Ex-Indiana 
Governor, Dies In Wyoming 


RAWLINS, 
Wyo.

— 
Form er Indiana 
Gov. Harold 
W. Handley died today at a 
Rawlins hospital, where he had 
been in the intensive care unit 
since suffering a heart attack 
last Saturday while on vaca­ 
tion. 
The hospital said he died, of 
cardiac 
arrest 
at 
7:55 
a.m. 
MDT. 


He suffered the heart attack 
while vacationing at a private 
resort, the Old Baldy Club, at 
Saratoga, Wyo. 
Handley, a Republican, was 
governor of Indiana from 1937- 
61. He was chairman of the 
board of Handley-Miller, an In­ 
dianapolis advertising agency. 
He was 62. 
Handley, the 40th governor of 
Indiana, 
was 
elected 
to the 
state’s 
chief 
executive 
office 
after three terms in the state 
senate and one as lieutenant 
governor. 
A native of LaPorte, Handley 
was 
graduated from 
Indiana 
University Law School and was 
an Army veteran of World War 
II. 
His family operated a furni­ 
ture factory in LaPorte, and he 
also had represented a motion 
picture and television firm in 
sales work. 
He 
was 
elected 
lieutenant 
governor in 1952. He was the 
first lieutenant governor to stop 
diiectly into the governor’s of­ 


fice since Henry F. Schricker 
succeeded M. Clifford Towns­ 
end in 1941, and the first Re­ 
publican to succeed a Republi­ 
can as governor since Harry 
Leslie followed Ed Jackson <n 
1929. 
His tradem ark was a polka 
dot tie. 
Survivors include his widow, 
B cbara, a son, Kenneth, and a 
daughter, Martha. 
Handley was elected gover­ 
nor in 1956 in the Eisenhower 
landslide. His political career 
had 
started 24 
years 
before 
during a year that had pro­ 
duced a Democratic landslide. 
In 1932, Handley helped organ-

Thousands Of Hogs Killed 


In Attempt To Halt Cholera 


INDIANAPOLIS (A P )—In an 
effort to keep highly contageous 
hog 
cholera 
from 
spreading, 
about 2,000 swine infected with 
or exposed to the disease are 
being destroyed in White Coun­ 
ty 
Dr. K. B. Meyer, Purdue Uni­ 
versity veterinarian, said offi­ 
cials expected the animals to 
be destroyed by this afternoon. 
He said Michigan has banned 
importation of all swine from 
Indiana and Illinois has placed 
an embargo on breeding and 
feeding swine from Indiana 
Officials said cholera spread 
to Indiana from a feeder pig 
m arket in Horse Cave, Ky, ear­ 
lier this month. They said the 
disease was imported in a ship­ 
ment of about 140 pigs from 
that market. 
Meyer said symptoms in In­ 
diana swine indicated they had 
a reltaively mild form of cho­ 
lera.

Barnes,, 
veter­ 
inarian in charge of the Animal 
•and 
Plant 
Health 
Inspection 
Service of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture in Indianapolis, 
said 
infected 
animals 
were 
being destroyed in a joint fed­ 
eral-state effort. 
He said federal, and state offi­ 
cials supervised destruction of 
infected animals on two farms.

southern Wyoming. The com­ 
munity of Saratoga is nestled in 
the foothills looking up at the 
mountains, 
snow-topped

Arthur Godfrey in his heyday 
made the area famous when he 
moved there, bought property, 
and plugged it on his radio 
shows.

Gary 
Danielson, last year’s top Big 
Ten passer, missed spring 
practice due to surgery on a 
shoulder injury but DeMoss 
said, “His shoulder is just as 
good as it was last year this 
time.” 
While the senior Danielson 
was out of action, juniors Steve 
Burke and Bob Bobrowski 
showed 
DeMoss 
they 
can 
handle the Wishbone formation. 
Junior Skip Peterson, another 
quick starter with power, is 
penciled in at the fullback spot. 
Last year’s starter at that spot, 
Roo. North, has 'been moved to 
linebacker. 
There is a reason for De- 
Moss’ sudden desertion of his 
old offensive favorites—the pro 
sets from the I and split T.

He was expected to 
be ready for the season. 
The throwing offense should 
not be hurting either since Dan­ 
ielson will still be able to pitch 
to Stingley or split end Rick Sa­ 
yers who hauled in 39 passes a 
year ago. 
D e f e n s i v e l y , the Boil­ 
ermakers will be .intimidating'. 
The front line will be ex­ 
perienced and massive, built

“I believe we’re going to win 
and continue to win,” Allen 
said. “We’ll be basically the 
same football team as last 
year. We have to improve be­ 
cause .,. the players know 
now what is expected of them 
and we certainly shouldn’t have 
the key injuries we had last 
year.” 
Quarterback Sonny Jurgensen 
hurt his shoulder in a pre-sea­ 
son game last year and saw 


only extremely limited action. 
Running back Larry Brown 
was hampered with a sore leg 
throughout the year, although 
he still managed to rush for 948 
yards, sixth best in the Nation­ 
al Football League. 
Tight end Jerry Smith, slow­ 
ed with a. groin, injury, was in. 
and out all year, while wide re­ 
ceiver Charley Tay lor broke Ms 
ankle in the sixth game and 
was lost for the remainder of 
the season. 
Allen, considered a most as­ 
tute trader, revamped the de­ 
fense by bringing in six start­ 
ers: ends Ron McDole and Ver­ 
ían Biggs; linebackers Jack 
Pardee and Myron Pottios, 
tackle Diron Talbert and safety 
Richie Petitbon.

Philip H. Willkie called a meeting at 
the Press Club in Indianapolis to see if 
something could be done to train more 
physicians. He called it an all-Indiana 
Medical Education Conference and the 
24 chairs were filled with educators from 
Indiana Colleges, representatives of Indi­ 
ana State Medical Association, and the 
IUPUI Medical School. At the speakers 
table were Dr. Charles Hudson, co­ 
ordinator of health care at the Cleveland 
Clinic and former president of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association, Dr. Thomas 
Meany, vice-chairman of the board of 
Governors, Cleveland Clinic and Dr. Wil­ 
liam Kaiser, executive vice-chairman of 
the Clinic’s Board. 
The meeting was called a “bull-ses- 
sion.” or a think-tank. Mr. Willkie open­ 
ed the meeting by pinpointing the prob­ 
lem. Each representative was called on to 
express an opinion, and, while there were 
no instant solutions, no quick means of 
obtaining mass 
education 
for 
good 
physicians, the versatility of thinking, 
made it a stimulating session. 
The meeting was called at 2 p.m. and 
the lively discussion ended at 5 p.m. 
During those hours, the many ramifica­ 
tions of the problem were kicked around. 
The three physicians from the Cleve­ 
land Clinic are also making a study of 
new methods of educating and training 
physicians. They have 550 physicians in 
one hospital and train for specialties on 
a graduate level. They hold 20 seminars 
for graduate physicians and have 300 
residents there was education. 
They (with Mr. Willkie), had spent the 
morning in conference with Dean Irwin 
at the IUPUI Medical School leamingthe 
details of a famed “Indiana Plan.” They 
had only praise for it, and found many 
aspects of it fascinating. 
The Indiana Plan now permits our 
medical school in Indianapolis to in­ 
crease enrollment yearly. Last year 221 
students were admitted. This year there 
were 290 chosen from 1500 applicants. 
This fall they will take their first year 
on eight different campuses. The second 
and third year will be on the medical 
campus and the fourth year will be pri­ 
marily elective in the special field chosen 
by the student. There are now 116 pre­ 
ceptors. Last year 04 per cent of the 
seniors took 2 or more months of train­ 
ing under individual physicians. The 
new system intragrates student and pa­ 
tient early and is practical from the start. 
The colleges were asking how they 
could improve their pre-med training. 
Are courses of science the only require­ 
ment for a good physician, or must they 
have a broad background? Is it necessary 
to educate the “whole man?” Does a 
medical school prefer a student oriented 
in skills of research, or a student who 
finds that the human organism is com­ 
plex, and, before entering into the art of 
healing, must first understand the way 
normal men work, think, react in differ­ 
ent situations. Colleges were asking, 
what are we doing that we don’t need to 
do . . . and what are we not doing that 
we should? 
One of the concensus of opinions is 
that it is not easy to establish a new insti­ 
tution for teaching. Most medical schools 
today do not have enough teachers. None 
have sufficient money. Tuition pays only 
10 per cent of the cost of educating a 
physician. Law schools need one instruc­ 
tor for each 25 students. Medical schools 
need one instructor for each 5 to 10 stu­ 
dents. 
More to come on this timely meeting 
which brought 
into one room all the 
different groups . .. the experts training 
pre-med students, those in charge of 
transforming a student from a liberal 
arts college into a physician, the clinic 
that keeps abreast of new developments 
in each specialty, the Indiana State 
Medical Association and the American 
Medical Association who represent the 
physicians in practice, and Dr. Alcorn, 
who is chairman of the board responsible 
for licensing Indiana physicians.

but assets of the 
gross estate, mostly invested in

Miss 
Ritchey was the granddaughter 
of Philip Bayer, who founded 
Q uaker State. 
The dogs that Miss Ritchey 
had cared for, including every­ 
thing from m utts to pedigrees, 
now live in an antiseptic, mod­ 
ern clinic on a 180-acre ranch 
near Deerfield Beach, Fla.

United States; its peoples are 
U.S. citizens who are subject to 
the draft, but they pay no fed­ 
eral taxes and have no voting 
representation in the U.S. Con­ 
gress. In the last referendum, 
in 1967 . 425.081 voted in favor of 
continued commonwealth stat­ 
us. 273.315 voted for statehood 
and 4.205 voted for independ­ 
ence. 
In Washington, State Depart­ 
ment officials said the decison 
was “an insult to the people of 
Puerto Rico, who have chosen 
to live in a democracy under a 
constitution of their own choos­ 
ing in free association with the 
United States.” 
China and the Soviet Union 
gave the Cuban ambassador 
support in the debate.
